Report of School Board 


For the Year Ending, Feb. 15, 1910. 
To the Citizens of Brookfield: 

We are glad of another opportunity to “talk matters 
over’ with those interested in our schools. We have had a 
large sum of money to use and have tried to use it for the 
greatest good of all. Our schools are well supplied with 
good text books, and we have been very successfull in find- 
ing experienced teachers to put in charge of them; steady 
advancement has been the result. While the sum of money 
expended on our schools has been large, we would recom- 
mend a small increase that the school year may be extended 
to thirty weeks. 

We must now call your attention to the fact that fre- 
quent truancies, in the past, necessitated the attention of 
our state truant officer last year. While the school board 
may have been at fault in regard to appointing a truant 
officer, we deeply deplore the necessity of ‘enforcing the 
law.” We regret that there are parents who would 
willingly defraud their children of their education. We 
appeal to them to do their duty. We shall recommend 
our teachers to require written excuses from parents for 
all absences in the future. 

We desire to do our part and hope we may look for- 
ward to another school year with the hearty cooperation of 
every parent.
